Browder warns, first, that such “bluffs” 
and petered-out walkouts bring only “dis- 
honor and demoralization” to the labor move- 
ment and play into the hands of the anti- 
union forces. Secondly, he warns that the 
Roosevelt administration can withstand the 
assaults of the reactionary coalition only 
with the support of labor, and only with 
successful prosecution of the war. If the 
administration fails, power will go into the 
hands of those who will quickly negotiate a 
peace with Hitler. 

Bearing this truth in mind many labor 
leaders whose support for,the war and the 
Roosevelt administration is not to be ques- 
tioned, ought to re-examine their position 
towards the President’s anti-inflation order 
of April 8. Notwithstanding their correct- 
ness in seeing certain inadequacies and un- 
clarities in the order, did they not tend to 
strengthen the position of the anti-Roosevelt 
forces by the negative form of their 
criticism? | 

Browder emphasizes that the way to meet 
the problems confronting labor and solve 
grievances is through close collaboration with 
the Roosevelt administration. The policy of 
Reuther and Lewis and, in the AFL, of 
Matthew Woll, William Hutcheson and David 
Dubinsky, is to “let loose an explosion of 
class struggle” in America which will ruin 
the war effort and make those problems 
“insoluble.” 

At the very moment that Browder was 
speaking, a report was flashed out of Wash- 
ington of the administration’s, subsidy plan 
to roll back prices. This is a result of and 
a victory for the Murray policy in the labor 
movement and exposes the disruptive anti- 
war policies of the Lewises and Reuthers. 

Browder finally says that unless labor 
“settles accounts decisively” with Lewis, 
Reuther & Co., it will not be able to give 
constructive leadership in the present situa- 
tion. He calls for an uncompromising strug- 
gle against them. In this connection Brow- 
der’s comparison of Lewis and Murray is 
noteworthy. . 

The press build-up for Lewis as a “fighting” 
labor leader is part of the anti-Roosevelt 
movement. Philip Murray is the one figure 
in the labor movement“ that has emerged 
in this period “as a steady, wise, courageous 
and effective leader, above all others,” said 
Browder. 0 

The speech was plain and timely talk. 
Somebody had to get up and put it straight, 
and Browder did it. Labor leaders with con- 
struetive minds and all union people who 
read it, will see it as a valuable contribution 
to America in the midst of a crisis and im- 
pending events of world-shaking importance. 
We are on the eve of a second front. Brow- 
der put the finger on the strikebreakers of 
today, on those who seek to knife labor and 
the American people just as we are about 
to invade.
